or even more reniote than, ever.”

fearfal cruelties practised against the Jewish minority? That hope, also, 
has failed. “International jealousies—balance of power, together, 1 
admit, with an anxious straining to prevent the breaking of the peace 
these considerations still allow a continuance of acts and of conditions,” 
says the President of the Anglo-Jewish Association, “which ought to 


the length and breadth of Europe.” In face, then, of this terrible failure, 
we have one pertinent question to put. to Mr. Montefiore, and those who 
have in the past thought with him. The old ideas have broken down, 
Past theories have been disproved by the lapse of time. The nineteenth 
eentury has merged into the twentieth, and still the cry of the children 
of Heaven--and borne-away fruitlessly on the wind: 
Misery deepens. 
catastrophe in which we may find ourselves hopelessly involved before we 
are conscious of its having happened... We ask Mr. Montefiore, has not 
the time arrived for taking stock afresh of the situation’. Has not the 
hour come to look all tne facts fully in the fave, to discard obsolete 
shibboleths, and to bring a fresh mind and a new outlook to bear upon the 
position ? The old weapons have broken in our hands. Are there no others 
available by which the deliverance of our people may be brought perceptibly 
nearer ? 


Kvents move slowly but surely towards some inevitable - 
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Mr. Claude Montefiore’s “note of alarm ” 
occupation of Jews in the general affairs of the State 
comes very opportunely and ought not to be ignored. 
Up to a certain point,.no doubt, the participation o! 
Jews in the work of non-Jewish bodies may be desirable. 
It is right and proper that they should take their share in the labours and 
responsibilities of public administration. It that 
participation may be of use where specifically Jewish interests are 
unfairly assailed—though of this particular advantage we have not seen 
too much in recent years. But when our coreligionists hurry into public 
work, to the exelusion of all activity in the Jewish sphere, then we reach 
a point at which loyalty to the State passes into disloyalty to the con 
munity. Wedo not say that this is the case in every instance. On the 
contrary, the names will readily occur to the reader, of many Jews who 
labour simultaneously and with distinction both in general and Jewish 
affairs. On the other hand, however, it cannot be denied that: in 
cases—especially those of the Jews who are most eminent in the public 
service devotion to the State spells severance, more or less complete, 
from Jewish work. 
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But what is even more serrous 
volunteer -for charitable endeavour, 
ment of public. service. to elaim 
unattached Jews offer far more serious 
those who are largely absorbed in municipal or impertal affairs. 
There are great numbers of Jews who never put in an work 
in the communal interest, or in any other interest than their own. The 
time has arrived for stirring the conscience of these sluggards. In 
last few months we have heard an eloquent summons to the men of leisure 
and all men of goodwill in the State, to come and bear a hand in the task 

of social amelioration, and as a result there has sprung into existence a 
new body called ‘The Agenda Club.” Mr. Montefiore has sounded 
similar trumpet-call to Jewish voung men. Cannot the indifferentists ot 
our own community be banded together into-an organisation for the no 
less urgent task of Jewish redemption? The urgeney, with us, is no less: 
the area from which recruits ean be drawn is small. Those who will offer 
themselves for the work may find little material reward. fat they will 
reap the blessing of knowing that they have not lived entirely for them- 
selves. To right at least some of the world’s wrong is surely 
worth attaining—for its own sake. |

Nobody can 
deny the fearful disillusionment, and the terrible sulfering, which these 
illegal divorces ultimately involve. Nor ean the serious menace to the 
Jewish name in this eountry when the results of such divorces eomea to 
light, or the grave prejudice which they raise against the cause of alien 
immigrants, be over-estimated. The first condition of the free entry of 
aliens from abroad into this country is that they should obey the law of the 
land. This condition is not merely a matter of common-sense precaution < in 

the case of Jews, it is sternly imposed by Jewish teaching. Those, therefore. 

who lead poor Jews and Jewesses into an illegal divorce are sinning not 

only against their victims, but against their people and their religion. 

We do not believe that our coreligionists in East London, who are nothine 
| if not law-abiding, and who are certainly devoted, heart and soul. to their 
; : race and their creed, will fail to see the force of what we have said, and

The lack of any organisation to facilitate the naturalisation 
of alien coreligionists has been a long-felt want here, with 
the result that the natuaralisation returns furnished have 
shown a gradual decline in the past few years, and compares 
as very unfavourably with the returns shown by other provincial 
communities.

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OBITUARY. 


Dr. HIRSCH HILDESHEIMER, Berlin. 


The death occurred last week in Berlin at the age of 55, of Dr. Hirsch 
Hildesheimer. _The deceased was a son of the late Rabbi Israel Hilde- 
sheimer, founder of the famous rabbinical seminary in the German capital, 
where he acted as lecturer in history. He was editor for nearly thirty years 
of the Jiidische Presse, which was founded by his father. He was connected 
with various charitable organisations and colonisation work in the Holy 
Land. He defended Shechita against many attacks and collected valuable 
reports trom scientific authorities tending to prove the humanity of the 
Jewish method of slaughter. He leaves a widow and children to mourn his 
loss, The funeral took place yesterday week. | 


A TRIBUTE. 
By Dr. Samuel Daiches. 


Dr. Hirsch Hildesheimer is no more, The world is poorer by a good man, 
and Jewry by a true and faithful son. Trained in the noble traditions of 
the houses of Hildesheimer and Hirsch, he gave all he had to his people. As 
teacher at the Rabbinical Seminary, as editor of the Jidische I’resse (the 
organ for the interests of orthodox Judaism), as defender of the cause of 
Shechita, as champion of the civil and religious liberties of his brethren 
—in all these multifarious activities he was guided by a spirit of true 
devotion to Jewry and Judaism. Hirsch Hildesheimer knew no rest. He 
inherited many of the inimitable qualities of his great father, above all, the 
latter's boundless energy. To sit up nights and get ready some material 


important for the Shechita question was nothing to him. To: spend 
weeks and months of labour in connection with some (German 
or general) Jewish affair was to him a matter that deserved 
of no special praise. To undertake long and fatiguing journeys 


for the sake of the Seminary was to him a matter of course. Dr. Hirsch’ 
Hildesheimer will probably be remembered best as the indefatigable defender 
of Shechita. But the real amount of seif-sacrificing work done by him 
in the interests of Shechita is known only toa small cirele of. intimate 
friends. His collection of “Gutachten” alone bears testimony to the 
stupendous industry of the man. And Hirsch Hildesheimer was not only 
a scholar, an author, a teacher,'a worker. He was a personality. He was a 
man with a large heart. To know him meant to love him. He was a man of 
great optimism. -in spite of all the troubles that he witnessed. He felt with 
every fibre of his heart the joy of beinga Jew” in spite of all the vexations of 
the Jew. His wasa personality full of sunshine, and all who came near him felt 
its blissful influence. The students of the Seminary not only respeeted in hiin 
the teacher, but loved in him the friend who always had an encouraging 
word and « warm handshake. His home was the ideal of a Jewish home, and 
many a student cherishes the memory of hours spent in his house on a 
Friday evening or Sabbath afternoon. In the house of Dr.and I’rau Hildes- 
heimer the charm of true Jewish life revealed itself in its unique splendour. 
And in the class-room he was not merely ateacher. He prepared the students 
for what awaited’ them as leaders of their people. [To remember how he 
more than once used to say to us: "My young friends, your task in life 
is great, you must study very hard. But remember that study alone is not 
sullicient. You must feel with your brethren.” And Hirsch Hildesheimer 
could implant feelings very deeply. A few years azo he was the victim of 
aserious accident, and since then his health began to fail. bh 


nN Spite of this, 
he continued his journeys on behalf of the 


Seminary. Last winter | 


saw him here. He said to me: “To am very ill, My doetors have 
forbidden me to undertake this journey. ‘Bat could not stay at 
home. As long as I breathe IT must continue the work of my father— 


to get funds for our Seminary.” This characterises Dr. Hirsch Hildesheimer. 


Now this life is ended, alas! all too soon. Many mourn his loss. He will 


be missed in the counsels of the leading international Jewish institutions. | 


He will be mourned by his devoted family and a large number of friends. But 
the mourning of none will be more genuine and real than the mourning of 
those who were his students. They loved bim well. They will keep alive 
for ever the memory of Hirsch Hildesheimer. | 


SAUL PINCUS RABBINOVITZ. 


The death has occurred of M. Saul Pincus Rabbinovitz (better known as 
“ Shefer’’) in Frankfort-on-the-Main. The deceased was one of the greatest 
Hebrew writers and Jewish historians in Russia. He was born in 1854. and 
he received his education in the Cheder and the Rabbinical Seminary. 
Although he possessed full Rabbinical yuslifications, he declined to follow 
his.father and vrandfather’s footsteps and become a Rabbi. He published 
several articles and books in Hebrew. His most celebrated work is the 
Hebrew translation (with several additions) of Graetz's Jewish History. 
The deceased was an enthusiastic Zionist. He was also at the head of the 
Chovevi Zion Movement in Russia, having commenced his nationalist 
activity at the celebrated Kattowitz Conference. He recently went to 
Frankfort with the object of collecting further material for the publication 
of the Jewish History of Modern Times. There he met, a month ago, with a 
tramway accident, and has now succumbed to his injuries. The Russo- 
Jewish Press. discloses the fact that M. Rabbinovitz directed the small 
group of enthusiastic provincial correspondents who prepared the detailed 
reports of the pogroms in 1I88l1—IS882 for the Times. The Russian Police

The late Dr. Emil Reich, whose death occurred this week, was of Jewish

The 
deceased was a well-known writer and lecturer on classical and historical 
subjects, was a polished musician, and had travelled extensively.

Dr: Friedliinder’s heart was best shown, perhaps, in his moments of 
displeasure. “Not nice!” was the sternest reprimand which fell from his 
‘ips. And some of us students, in our allectionate way, had a tradition 
that the Principal once solemnly rebuked a bearded colleague of ours as 
“haughty.” That may have only been a joke. But it showed what the 
Students thought of the Doctor's genial nature. Dear Dr. Friedlinder 
What chiefly impressed me about him as a teacher was his superb 
patience. If a student did not understand a passage or a mathematical 
solution he would return to it time after time, and always in the gentlest 
manner, till he had made the matter clear. His patience was, indeed, 
inexhaustible. I can see, now, in my mind's eye, the blackboard covered 
Completely with the small figures he had laboriously chalked upon it. No 
problem we gave him ever bafiled him. He seemed to us to start from first 
Principles, and gradually to work his way to the solution. If he did not 
‘oish by the time the session ended, he would leave the figures on the board 
and resume the work on the morrow. But, to use a colloquialism, he always 
Sot there” in the end. And just as there was no mathematical difliculty 
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which he would not solve, so there was no passage in Hebrew literature, 
however obseure and terrifying, which his powerful mind and wonderful 
ingenuity did not clarify and make plain as the noon-day. It was truly 
wonderfal the fundof meaning and beauty he could extract, especially 
from the Psalms and the Prophets. But [ always thougnt that it was.the 
Psalms which he most loved and which most influenced his own blameless life. 

I remember once—only once—Dr. Friedlinder rcading us asermon which 
he had written. It was full to the brim of apt Hebrew quotations, but very 
simple in style. No laboured eloquence! The sermon appealed, merely 
from its sincerity. 

Dr. Friedlinder hada wit of his own, which he used to good effect upon 
the students when necessary. He also enjoyed a good joke himself, and 
none laughed more readily or more heartily than he.

THE LATE HENRY FREES.-—There are more heroes in the world than 
we are apt to think; for many do their work and carry out t heir mission 
away from the publie gaze. Some both suffer and work in private, and leave 
the world the better for their existence. To this latter class belongs the 
late Mr. Henry Frees, of Harrow Road, who, after suffering for twenty- 
five years from blindness, passed away peacefully at his residence last week. 
He bore his great aflliction with remarkable and pious resignation, and was 
a fine type of God-fearing Jew. This love of Judaism stimulated him when 
he first lost his sight to set to work to remedy what he considered a defect 
among the provisions for the Jewish blind. Not a word of Hebrew was to 
be found in any type arranged for the blind. After arranging a Hebrew 
Alphabet in the Braille type, he wrote out the Daily Prayer Book, the 
Pentateuch, the Haphtorahs, and the Megillahs in Hebrew Braille, and he 
had the satisfaction of knowing that the Prayer Book was introduced in the 
Jewish School for the Blindin Vienna. It was the aim of his life to see that 
arrangements sbould be made in England for the instruction of the Jewish 
blind, but he did not live to see the dearest wish of his heart realised. In 
view of the correspondence now proceeding in the JEWISH CHRONICLE on the 
efforts of the Conversionists and how to deal with them, and as an example 
of the earnestness of the late Mr. Frees in respect of his Judaism, his letter 


which appeared in the issue of the JEWISH CHRONICLE of July 6th, 1906, 


advocating a Jewish Blind Institute, is interesting reading. In it he says: 
“Supposing they (the general blind institutions) teach a- Jewish child 
Braille, the exercise of the primer consists of the Gospels which no doubt is 
very good reading, but it does not tend to strengthen the faith of a Jewish 
child.” May the fortitude which he displayed in his trials have helped him 
in life to see things more clearly with the eye of faith; and may his lot 
have lost much of its irksomeness in consequence of the splendid devotion and 
self-abnegation exercised towards him by his wife and daughters, in amanner 
rare even among Jewish circles !—HERMANN GOLLANCZ,

Sir, Mr. J. H. Levy has an apparently easy victory over the Rev. D. 
Wasserzug. because the latter speaks of British and Jewish Patriotism 
instead of British Citizenship and Jewish Nationality. As matters stand at 
present, very few States possess subjects of only one nationality, and it 
would be‘easy to prove that individuals of different nationalities can be, 
and often are, most desirable citizens of the same State. Modern States 
are of recent. growth, but it is now already apparent to any thoughtful 
observer that the lines of development which States follow are not co-exten- 
sive and not even commensurable in any sense with the lines of development 
which nations—in the old and in the modern sense —are following. 
cases it is by no means easy to classify the intrinsic and real merits of the 
case, and still more diflicult to provide one convenient label or pigeon-hole 
for facts and phenomena which are an undoubted reality, | suppose, even 
to Mr. Levy. The natives of Basle, of Geneva, and of the Ticino are all 
three undoubtedly Swiss citizens ; at the same time the first most often are 
Germans by nationality, the second Frenchmen, and the third italians. 
There are Polish citizens of Rassia, of Prussia and of Austria. 

The ideas (in the Platonic sense) underlying the words “ Citizen,” 
“State,” “ Nationality,” “ Patriotism” have not by any means become so 
definitely shaped, ana assumed so final and unchanging a meaning, as to admit 
of a method of classification and treatment such as the geologist can with 
good reason and good effect apply to fossils. But because a nan may not be 
able—whether out.of ignorance or for want of time- correctly to operate 
with scientific terms in the domain of History, Philosophy and Psychology, 
and thus to elucidate even for himself, let alone for others, that which he 
knows to be best in him, because it is the bond he has in common. with his 
fellow-men, in. the highest ideals of altruism, unselfishhess and material 
solidarity is quite legitimate and just in every moral, social and political 
sense, Because of that incidental and temporary or intrinsic and permanent 
inability, I submit it would be quite unjust in every sense todeny to that 
man his right of living for his ideal according to his best lights. 

Mr. Levy will hardly deny that to the vast majority of Englishmen the 
Rey. Mr. Margoliouth, of the British Museum, is a more perfect Englishiian 
than the Very Rev. Dr. Adler, C.V.O., or even the Right Hon. Lord 
Swaythling. To be consistent in his desire to satisfy the requirements of 
his British fellow-citizens, Mr. Levy ought, therefore, to assimilate himselt 
either to the Anglican Church or the Nonconformists, or some other 
religious body of undoubted British nationality. 

Mr. Levy apparently denies tothe Jew the right to maintain and develop 
his national individuality as many centuries’ of history have shaped 
and are still shapingit. Now, because for most Jews it is very diflicult, if not 
impossible, clearly and concisely to formulate what their Jewish nationality 
is to them, has Mr. Levy any right to call upon them—as, in effect, he does— 
to renounce their nationality and to be merged in that of the fellow- 
citizens of their respective states or countries ? 

The words of the liturgy OP may be meaningless to Mr. 
Levy. They are not for that or any other reason necessarily meaningless to 
all other Jews. Would that JYT" NT TN could not be applied to as many 
Jews as it can be applied to the Gentiles ! 
| Mr. Levy presumes to call Zionism * folly’ because apparently he is a 
rationalist and materialist, to whom all aspirations, if they possess any 
mystical associations, are meaningless. Now, because mystical ideas or 
sentiments are dillicult to be reasoned out, analysed and pigeonholed, 
to many millions of men andto at least several thousands of Jews they 
are as real and valuable as any graspable and tangible reality Mr. Levy may 
choose to name. | 

The attitude which be and, alas! 50 many of his contemporaries of 
Jewish—shall I say ?—extraction and of British citizenship take up must be 
amusing to Englishmen and is humiliating to Jews. Let us assume that the 
majority of British voters refuse to send to Parliament men whose name is 
Sebag- Montefiore or Jessel or Magnus. Although the citizens of Bradford 
did not think so strong and devoted a Zionist as Mr. Jacob Moser 
unworthy of being their Lord Mayor. It may be-hard on a couple of 
thousand Jews who are British subjects, but | am not sure that it would 
not be a good thing if, in the circumstances, the bearers of those Jewish 
names let’ Britain take care of herself and help their fellow-Jews 
to build up and develop their own Jewish ideals and national needs. Even 
Mr. Levy cannot at one and the same time be a Jew and an Englishman— 
although he may be a natural-born British subject.

‘“*CRYPTO-JEWS IN THE CANARIES.”’ 

On Monday the annual meeting of the Jewish Historical Society was 
held at the Mocatta Museum, University College. 

Mr. LUCIEN WoLr, who presided, moved.a vote of condolence to the Chief 
Rabbi and. Mrs. Adler. on the death of the Rev. S. A. Adler, and to the 
relatives of the late Dr. Friedlinder. He presented a pair of silver candle- 
sticks to Dr. M. Epstein, Hon. Secretary, on his marriage. He then moved 
the annual report. 

The Hon. Officers and 
Council were re-elected with the addition of Dr. S.A. Hirsch as Vice- 
President, and Mr. S. Mendelssohn as a member of the Council. | 

Presiden ial Address. 

Mr. LUCIEN Wo_r then delivered his presidential address on * Crypto-Jews 
in the Canaries.” He said that some twenty years ago, while investigating 
the circumstances of the Resettlement of the Jews in this country he had been 
struck by the curious fact that the chief figure in that movement, Antonio 
Fernandez Carvaial, and several of his fellow-adventurers hailed from the 
Canary Islands, With a view to throwiog further light on the personal 
histories of these men, he had planned a visit to Teneriffe in Pso4, but, 
fortunately, discovered that Lord Bute had acquired the larger part of the 
original reeords of the Canariote Inquisition. He was glad to be able to say 
that a complete calendar of all the Jewish cases figuring in them had been 
finished and would be edited during his’ presidency. The documents 
showed that.a community of Spanish Jews existed in the islands before the 
Expulsion.

such divorce the couple are allowed to contract a new marriage. This wav of 
contracting marriages in Poland is customary among the poor only, who are 
entirely indifferent as to the consequences of their private and property allairs. 


Jewish Divorees in this Country. 


Cases occur from time to time in which parties, who have been married 
abroad, apply to me to have their marriages dissolved by a Jewish divorce. 
When there are grounds that would entitle either of the parties to 
relief, 1 refer them to the Court of Divorce. But in most cases 
they are unable to defray the cost entailed by such application, even 
if they sue in forma pauperis. And even in the event of their possessing 
the necessary means they would experience the greatest difliculty in 
proving the first marriage. The parties in these and other cases resort 
to one of the foreign Rabbis who have settled in this country, and who 
grant a Jewish divorce in the erroneous belief that since the marriage 
has taken place abroad a civil dissolution of such marriage is not 
necessary. They also grant adivorce in cases where the wife has been 
guilty of misconduct, or where the husband is compelled by poverty to leave 
this country and there is reason to apprehend that the wife will be per- 
manently deserted and for less satisfactory reasons.

MR. D. L. ALEXANDER, K.C. 

Mr. D. L. Alexander tendered the following evidenes:— 

Lam the President of ‘the London Committee of Deputies of the British 
Jews, which is commonly known as the Jewish Board of Deputies, and which 
is the only representative body of Jews in the British Empire. The board 


has existed for 150 years, having been founded in the year 1760, and it is 
now composed of 121 Deputies, of whom 13 are the elected representatives 


of 27 metropolitan congregations, 71 the elected representatives of 75 pro- 


Vincial congregations, and 41 the clected representatives of 1 colonial con- 


gregations. The-Board is the recognised Jewish medium for communication 
with the Government, and during the last seventy-four years it has enjoyed 


Parliamentary recognition, the duty of certifying Marriage Secretaries for 


the registration of Jewish marriages being under the Marriage .Acts 
entrusted to the President for the time being of the Board. 


The Marriage Acts. 


Under the Marriage Acts of 1836 and t857. Jews are permitted to 
solemnise their marriages according to their own usages, provided that due 
notice to the Superintendent Registrar shall have been given, and his 
certificate or licence shall have been issued tor the marriage ; and every 
precaution is taken by the Board, in conjunction with the Chief Rabbi, to 
ensure a compliance with these statutory conditions, and also to prevent 
the solemnisation of. marriages which, although allowable by Jewish 
matrimonial law, are prohibited by English law. . 


Jewish Requirements. 


Where a person intending marriage has been previously married, the 
Chicf Rabbi always requires strict proof of the death of the former husband 


or wife (as the case may be), or of the legal dissolution of the previous 
“marriage. To prove such dissolution he requires, in the case of an English 


domicile, the production of a decree absolute of the English Court of 
Divorce, and in the case of a foreign domicile, production of clear and 
Satisfactory evidence that the previous marriage has been fully dissolved 
according to the law of the foreign domicile, and he withholds his authori- 
sation until such evidence is produced to him.

There are, however, a few foreign rabbis in this country who presume 
not only to solemnise Jewish marriages in the absence of the Superinten- 
dent's certificate or licence—which marriages are called “Stille Chuppah ” 
(ie., Clandestine) marriages—but also to grant divorces not preceded by a 
civil divorcee in this country, and for many years past such irregular pro- 
ceedings on the part of these foreign rabbis have been a constant source of 
trouble to the Board. The Board has taken every available step within its 
‘power to put a stop to such marriages and divorces, but I regret to say with 
little or no success. The position taken up by these rabbis is, that it is 
their duty to administer the Jewish matrimonial law. and that where the 
English law conflicts with Jewish law the former must give way. As regards 
Jewish divorces, these foreign rabbis still continue to grant them in spite 
of their knowledge of the want of legality. Every year cases are brought to 
the attention of the Board and the number of these so-called divorces is 
decidedly on the increase. | oe 


Evil Consequences of Irregular Divorce. 


The evil consequences of such divorces are extremely serious, for the 
divorced parttes are led to believe that their marriage has been validly dis- 
solved and that they are quite free to contract a fresh marriage. Even when 
the divorced husband is aware of the want of legality, the divorced wife is, 
as a rule, ignorant of it, for the Bill of divorcement handed to her by her 
husband purports to give her full power to remarry. More often than nota 
Jewish divorce is followed by the re-marriage of one or both of the divorced 
parties, with the result that the party so re-marrying is guilty of bigamy 
and adultery. But the mischief does not rest there, Cases frequently come 
under the notice of the Board in which the divorced husband deserts his 
second wife, or the divorced wife is deserted by her second husband. In 
neither case can the woman obtain a maintenance order against the man 
who has deserted her, and the mischief is naturally accentuated when, as 
often happens, there are children of such a second marriage, for besides 
being illegitimate they are as a rule wholly unprovided for, and become 
dependent on charity. Such re-marriages are usually of the “Stille Chuppah”’ 
type, but occasionally they take place at a Registry Office, the divorced party 
assuming a name slightly different from his or her own, or describing himself 
or herself as a bachelor or spinster. 

Some Typical Cases. 


A further evil arising out of these Jewish divorces is. that un 
divorced wife can prove that she did not consent to the proceedings she can 
neither obtain a maintenance order against her husband on the ground of his 
desertion, nor a decree of divorce even when he has married again, for, in 
the absence of such proof, she is taken. to have conhived at his subsequent 
marriage and adultery. I will here mention a few typical cases. In the year 
1908, a case of Friedeburg v. Friedeburg came before the Court on the 
petition of a wife asking for the dissolution of her marriage on the 
ground of her bushand’s bigamy and adultery. It appeared that the 
parties were married in 1902 at Riga, in Russia, in accordance with the law 
of that country, and that immediately after their marriage they came to 
England and settled in Manchester. In April, 1907, the husband took his 
wife toa house in Manchester when, in the presence of a Rabbi named

sounding adjective? But many persons might think that others, de 
Roumania and Russia, must also be to blame. First of all, could | the 
Jews of the world do more than now they do? [ will not presume gay 
that we have ever reached the limits of the possible, but IT think [may say, 
as regards the Jews of Kagland, and for our Conjoint Committee in parte 
cular, that they consciously negleet no possible opportunity which prosens 
itself, and that they keep an ever-watchbful eve upon the develope! f 
affairs. But, so far, cireumstances, admit, have been and are too pow erlul 
for them.

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Russian Jew to leave Russia, [do not agree with that criticism, and I will 
tell you why. 
Jews in Russia. 

Whatever lands of refuge: may be discovered or acquired, whatever 
facilities for colonisation may be secured, the number. of Jews who, in any 
ease, must for manv vears remain in-Russia is necessarily enormous. Shall 
nothing be done for these in their distresses, when they know, as well 
is we know. that the foutider of the lea left the largest. portion of his gilt 
for the sole benefit of the Russian Jews ? “ Here we are.” they ery to.us, “in 
our trouble and our poverty. Money Was riven tO Vou forour benefit. Surely 
you will not withhold it. Mor ’—such is their argument—* there are grades and 
degrees in. our misery, and though you cannot yet secure our just enfran- 
chisement, though you cannot yet soften the hearts, and open the eyes, of 
those who refuse to see and understand that the bestowal of equal rights 
upon us would be for the benefit of Russia, yet alleviate our lot you can, 
You can help us to education, which even in Kussia may often be a blessing 
to our children, you can save us from. usurers, you can improve the lot of 
those in our midst, who, even in Russia, are still tilling the soil, you can, to 
some extent, lighten the awful oppression of competition for a morsel of 
bread, you can bring a gleam of hope to many a household, and make 


the burden of persecution less heavy and less sore.” Shall we not 
hearken, within reasonable limits, to. these implorings? We cannot do 
all they ask us. We must constantly refuse ever repeated demands. We 


must exercise a vigilant control. We must.remember our daties elsewhere ; 
we must think of the Russian colonist and the Russian immigrant in other 
lands. But, within reasonable limits, I say that we must not wholly shut our 
ears to a very bitter, an exceeding bitter, cry. And if we hear the cry, and 
answer it, then we must remember that it is only if we can obtain and main- 
tain the goodwill, or at all events, the. tacit approval, of the Russian 
Government, that we can work in Russia at all. Henee another and very 
cogent reason for caution—another good reason for walking warily and even 
slowly, for continuing a policy which up till now, when all is said and done, 
has not been unfruitful in good. 
A Call to the Civilised World. 

So much as regards ourselves. But in relation to the Jews of Russia 
and Roumania we have to think--we are driven to think—not merely of 
ourselves, but of the civilised world. Can the ecivil'sed world do nothing ? 
Is it callous to wrongdoing? Is it indifferent to perseeution 2? Does it 
allow a plighted word to be broken lightly, and solemn promises to be 
violated without shame and without punishment? can say that 
such «questions are not pertinent; one can that thev. are 
not justified; no-one ean say that they are easily to be answered 
or lightly to be “pushed aside. Qaite apart from the 
involved, it is terrible thing ‘that a State Tike Roumania 
should to break its: word, and intliet untold  wreteheedl- 
a darge section of its population, with eomplete impunity and 
fearlessness. And it is a no {kk but an even moreé terrible thing. that 
it should be regarded—and perhaps unavoidably. regarded, for itis not for 
me t6. 2auge and deeide such questions of pohey LS tmperativelyv necessary 
for States like England and France eagerly to seck or maintain entente or 
illianee with an Einpire and a Government where the s rcred ples of 
religious liberty, of toleration, and of equal rig before law, 
glaringly and continuously violated. 
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International Politics. 

Nothing could suggest more painful reflections upon the methods and 
tines of international poliey and of the public conscienee of Europe. Nothing 
eould afford more fruitful and justified material for the cynie or the seoffer. 
Not one word do [I wish to say against the distinguished men who direct the 
foreign poliey of this country and of France. We may be sure that they 
detest oppression, cruelty and religious hatred as much as ourselves: we 
may be sure that they regret nearly as much as we regret their complete 
powerlessness to remove or diminish these palpable abominations. We can 
onlv mournfully recognise fiow far (in spite of all our vaunted civilisation), 
how very far, we still find ourselves from the conditions of the Golden Age 
predicted by our prophets, when righteousness and love will be the guiding 
principles both of individuals and of nations, or even how far, how very far, 
we find ourselves froma condition of things in which the righteousness of 
the many shall be able to quell and put a stop to the unrighteousness of the 
few. International jealousies, balances of power, together, I admit, with -an 
anxious straining to prevent the breaking of.the peace — these considerations 
still allow a continuance of acts and of conditions which ought to bring a 
blush of shame to every statesman of righteousness throughout the length 
and breadth of Europe. 

I must not, however pursue this mournful topic further. 
clear. In the condition of the Jews in various countries as we find them to-day, 


the need for a society such as the Anglo-Jewish Association, both on its’ 


semi-political and on its educational side, is as necessary as ever. It is 
likely to be necessary for many years to come. I ask, then, all those who 
hear, and all who may read, this speech to support our Association—whose 


thirty-ninth report I now beg to move—with the utmost generosity and with 
undiminished zeal. | | 


Mr. E. N. ADLER, in seconding the motion, said he thought the President 
had spoken in an unduly despondent strain. As a collector of books he 
could not conceive any volume more interesting than the thirtv-ninth 
annual report of the Association. If the public would only peruse it, they 
would see what a fascinating document it was. The President had drawn 
attention in that broad manner which was characteristic of him to large 
points—-for instance, to the rivalry that there must be between communal 
work and national work. If they looked upon the very first page of the 
Association's report they would see that, at any rate, such a reproach was 
not valid so far as that body was concerned. He noticed in the list of 
members of the Council some who had been elected to-the new House of 
Commons and one member of the Upper House, who would certainly remain 
a member of the Second Chamber, whatever its constitution. The Colonies 
showed keen interest in the Association. Australia had branches in Sydney, 
Melbourne, Perth, Ballarat and Brisbane. There were branches in India, 
in China, in Canada (though not yet in Montreal), and in Japan, and there were 
fourin Morocco, He thought the President's fear was exaggerated. Here in 
Englayd Jews were alive to the fact that communal work was the very best 
school for work in the larger field of the nation. There was not the slightest 
doubt that those Jews who were interested in Jewish matters were thought 
most highly of by their colleagues in national concerns. He thought that there 
was no section of Jewry which would not endorse the policy of preserving 
intact the capital of the Ica. He had been to Russia five times and had 
followed—and still followed—with great interest the course of events there.

For instance, they picked out 
qualities such as hysteria, treachery, weakness, bigotry, fear and spite, and 
being men) pictured Nature carelully and scrupulously, inserting them in 
every female form ; indeed, they dubbed them “divine” and “ eternal,” and 
encouraged reams of idiotic poetry on this understanding. As a natural 
corollary, they turned their attention to courage, firmness, redson, streneth.

Note 
the result: The eldest is so completely controlled by the wife that he 1s 
induced to change his name from Solomon to Sullivan; the children are for- 
bidden to attend any but a Catholic School, and are taught to believe that 
their father is not a Jew. The other two brothers, fortunately, have no 
children, but the wives hold supreme command, attend church and refuse to 
admit anything Jewish into their homes. The result: continual strife! A 
cousin of mine, a gentleman of position, married for pure love a 
Christian lady, who was converted to Judaism, she receiving every 
kindness and indulgence from her husband and friends. They were 
happily married sixteen years, Suddenly, without apparent reason, 
the wife deserts her home; the husband, heartbroken, induces her 
to return. She does; but, a few months later, the same thing 1s 
repeated. Again she is induced to return and again, for a third 
time, she leaves the home where love was supposed to reign suprem 
Let me here say there was nothing wrong morally with the lady. The only 
reason she gives for her action is she believes it was wrong to have become 
a Jewess, and now she has returned to her people. One more case. A Jewish 
gentleman, in business in London, some few years ago made the acquaintance 
of'a Christian lady, whom he eventually married. They had-a family of two 
sons and a daughter. The father’ was desirous that his sons should be 
initiated into the covenant of Judaism. This was strenuously opposed by 
the wife, and her will prevailed. Later the daughter died while very young, 
The father wished the burial to be in accordance with Jewish rites, but the 
mother and her people objected. The burial took place in a non-Jewish 
cemetery, where a family grave was purchased. “ Here,’ said the wife, “1 
and my children will lie.”

OW anxious some of our people appear to tack a Jewish origin npon 
non-Jewish individuals, men and women whose remote ancestors 

were roaming the woods clothed in an inexpensive colouring of 

woad while our forbears were existing in an advanced state of 
civilisation! Some bright genius once discovered that that gifted 
musician, Sir Arthur Sullivan, had no right whatever to his patronymic. His 
name, said they, was Solomon. pure and simple. 1 never heard -how the 
theory was arrrived at, but this instance flashed through my mind as the 
result of an amusing episode, bearing on the subject, which enlivened 
the recent election. It was stated in the East End—and was believed by 
many—that Mr. Glyn Jones, the Liberal victor of Stepney, was “an Irish 
Jew.’ The novelty of the thing seems to have tickled Mr. Glyn Jones 
immensely, seeing that he was born in Worcester and that both his parents 
are natives of gallant little Wales. Interest in the candidate went further 
still in the case of the ex-M.P. for the constituency, whose “ real name was 
stated to be none other than * Levy Cohen.” Mr. Leverton Harris smiled 
when he told me this. And well he might, for he comes of a Quaker family. 


The changes that have been effected within late years in the adminis- 
tration of the London Hospital are matters of common knowledge. The 
building seems to be ever expanding, ever absorbing the available land that 
lies within its reach. Bat nothing can so clearly indicate the extent of 
these changes as the literature published in the days when its Jewish wards 
were an object of considerable interest and speculation among privileged 


visitors. I have just been reading a little pamphlet, “At Night ina 


Hospital,” published in 1879, wherein the writer (&. Lynn Linton) discourses 


pleasantly upon the great institution in the Mile End Road. The lady finds 
matter for comment in the difference in the appointments of the Jewish as 
compared with the Gentile wards, and is very much surprised that “ the 
special cupboard where all utensils used during Passover are kept, is never 
touched nor even looked at in the interim.” 

The cupboard might swarm with mice or cockroaches, red ants or blackbeetles, 
but it would not be opened even for the purposes of cleansing—so strict are these 
ancient people in the smallest as wellas the greatest matters of their faith 

The piece of Passover cake fastened over the door, as well as the 
Mezuzah, belped to stimulate the imagination of this lady in 187% just as in 
the case of others in this bustling 1910.
